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The Negroes of Georgia Will Hold a Big 
Convention. 


NOVEMBER 19TH 1S THE DATE 


The Meeting Will Take Place in Atlanta 
That Day—The State Legislature 
Will Be Petitioned. 


The negroes of the state of Georgia will 
make an attempt to have certain so-called 
discrimination against them stopped by an 
appeal to the state legislature. 

A call for a convention to take place in 
‘Atlanta on next Thursday has been issued, 
but the place of meeting has not been set- 
tled on as yet. Some of Georgia’s most 
prominent colored citizens have signed the 
eall. 

The circular speaks especially of the law 
known as the “separate car law” and of 
the “murdering uncondemned and untried.” 

Smith Easly, Jr., speaking of the call, 
said: ‘It is not a convention called for the 
purpose of making an appeal for social 
equality, but merely a meeting of dignified 
colored citizens to consider a remedy for 
the wrongs imposed upon the negro race, 
That remedy is a petition to the state legis- 
lature asking them to set aside certain laws 
which impose a hardship upon the negro. 
As yet we do not know just where we will 
hold the convention but that will be de- 
cided tomorrow. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if there were 
fully five hundred at the convention.” 


ahe cireulasc Letter. 


Atlanta, Ga., November 3, 1892.—When the 
strong oppress and crush the weak by in- 
human, unjust and barbarous laws, it becomes 
necessary for the weak to ask that the op- 
pression cease and that all the unjust and 

offensive laws agdiust them be repealed But 

When they are murdered untried and uncon. 
demned, they should ask for the protection 
of the laws of the state and the right of 
trial by jury. 

Therefore, we, believing in a God of wis- 
dom, justice, truth and mercy, and believin 
He is with us in this great struggle, do c 
upon ali true lovers of their race, all true 
lovers of freedom, right and justice, to join 
us in raising a voice against the many wrongs 
so unjustly heaped upon our people. We be- 
lieve class legislation to be a hinderance to 
the development and progress of these United 
States, and also to be contrary to the consti- 
tution of the same. 

We believe that such laws as the “separate 
car law,’’ which forces a citizen to pay first. 
class fare, and at the same time subjects 
him, or her, to a third-class ride in a smoker. 
or an apartment adjoining a smoker, to be 
not only unjust, but we believe also that such 
Jaws are relics of ignorance, superstition and 
prejudice and should be buried with the ruins 
of slavery. 

We believe further, that such laws serve 
only to widen the breach, increase the eet. 
dice and estrange the races; all of which are 
incompatible with progress, law and order. 

We believe further, that such laws do not 
represent the sentiments and wishes of the 
better element of our white friends, but their 
silence does not sustain our belief. 

We believe also, that with the law of free- 
dom, stice and right before them; with 
patriotism, self-honor and the honor of the 
grand old state of Georgia before them, 
that our legislators and senators cannot fail 
to recognize the justice of our claim. 

We believe further, at a conference of

“It may clear off yet,” said Mr. Austin

Why Notan Extra Session? 

The general tendency and drift of dem- 
ocratic sentiment, so far as we have ob- 
served, is in favor of an extra session 
of congress for the purpose of clearing 
the ground and arranging the prelimina- 
ries for putting in operation the legisla- 
tion which the people desire and demand. 
The Constitution, which was one of the 
first democratic newspapers to advocate 
an extra session on the score of its im- 
portance and necessity, has already brief- 
ly given a few of the reasons why the 
democrats should make prompt arrange- 
ments to discharge the duties with which 
the people have entrusted them.

The Herald 
also points threateningly to the fact that 
Mr. Murat Halstead is in favor of an ex- 
tra session and says the republicans 
would not like anything better than to 
have the democrats commit such a blun- 
der.

The Lease System Roundly Attacked 
the Legislature. 


A VERY IMPORTANT BILL BOBS UP. 


Numerous Resolutions Calling for an In- 
vestigation of the Practice of the Les- 
sees——Sensational Legislation. 


It seems from the tendency of legislation 
fn the house that the legislature is deter- 
mined to have no more of aoe gpa lease 
system after the present leases expire. 

‘ movenil bills have been put on first read- 
ing in the house touching on this point. 
Two were introduced yesterday with such 
a purpose in view and a resolution was 
also introduced to have a joint committee 
appointed consisting of five from the huose 
and three from the senate to look into the 
convict lease act of 1876 and see if is has 

been violated. 

mrt these movements seem to indicate that 
there is considerable antagonism in the 
house to the present system. Some sensa- 
tional developments, it is rumored, will grow 
out of the transactions of the house and 
senate following up the introduction of these 
measures that were filed with the clerk 
yesterday. 

Mr. Bennett, of 
Wayne, the energet- 
ic young member from 
south Georgia, has 
given the movement 
definite shape by lay- 
ing a bill before the 
house to entirely 
break up the system 
when the leases ex- 
pire and put all the 
convict laborers to 
work on the county 
roads of the state. 


The important sections of the bill setting

“Not only does it injure those who make 
a living by laboring at sawmills, but it 
injures the farmers and merchants who 
live near these mills. The laborer who re- 
ceives his wages at a sawmill spends more 
or less money in purenasing the farmers 
products and .merchants’ The con- 
vict nothing; he benefits none ex- 
cept his owners—the lessees. 

‘The timber of southern and eastern 
Georgia constitutes a large on of its 
wealth and the honest laborers of those 
sections ought to have the privilege of man-

“It is a vicious system that permits saw- 
mill owners to drive honest, needy, hard- 
working, free laborers and. their families 
from their mills and employ an army of 
criminal slaves to take their places.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of G@rgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the same, 
that from and after the expiration of the 
leases authorized by an act entitled an act 
to regulate the leasing out of penitentiary 
convicts by the governor, authorizing him to 
make contracts in relation thereto, and for 
other purposes approved February 26, 1876: 
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All persons convicted: of crime in this state, 
both felonies and misdemeanors, shall be 
worked upon the public roads of this state. 

Section 2. Be it further euacted, That each 
senatorial district of this state is hereby de 
clared a road district, and there shall be ap- 
pointed for each of said districts a road 
commission, to consist of one member from 
each ceunty composing the district, who 
shall be appointed by the judge of the su- 
perior court of the respective counties upon 
the recommendation of the grand jury of 
the same, each county appointing its own 
member. The first appointments under this 
act shall be made on or before the first day 
of January in the year 18¥—, and as soon as 
practicable after the members in each district 
are appointed they shall meet at some point 
in the district, to be fixed by the judge of 
the superior court making the first appoint: 
ment for the district and shall determine 
by lot the term of office of the members 
thereof. In districts composed of three coun- 
ties the term of office shall be one, two and 
three years, and if a district contains more 
than three counties the fourth and fifth mem.- 
bers of the board shall be assigned by lot 
to a term of two and three years, and there 
fore all appointments shall be made for three 
vears. Vacancies from any cause shall be 
filled in the same manner for the unexpired 
term of the member whose seat is va- 
cant. .° 3S. : 

‘he bill proceeds to provide that each 
commissioner shall ;pypint a chief overseer 
of the corvicts, who shall be a man with 
some knowledge of engineering so that he 
¢an superintend the work of laying out the 
county roads and grading them to the best 
advantage. 

The commissioners sball have fulll power 
and control of the convicts so far,as the 
erecting of camps and barracks are concern- 
ed, and shall keep them at no other work 
than the repairing of the public roads. The 
work sball be as near uniform all over the 
state as possible. 

The expense of working the road with 
these convicts shall be paid by levying a 
tax based upon the pro rata of taxable 
property of each county as shown by the 
tax digest. This tax shall be collected as 
other taxes are and shall be used simply 
to cover the expenses of keeping the con- 
victs in comfort and health while at work 
on the county roads. 

e law is not to repeal any law now in 
vogue governing the work on county roads, 
nor the laws concerning the building of 
bridges, as this is a permanent system 
aside from the tempcrary working of roads. 

Mr. Bennett Talks. 


Speaking of the bill Mr. Bennett said to 
a Const.tution representative: 

“I realize that there must be a change 
in our present convict lease system. in 
southern Georgia in nearly all the large 
saw mills the laborers have been turned 
out and convicts substituted; and a great 
many poor men who were dependent on 
their wages for a living was turned out 
on the mercies of the country. 

“If the principle of this bill can be car- 
ried into effect it will remedy two great 
evils in our state. 

“I'irst, the opposition to free labor in 
which the convicts are at present being 
worked. 

“Second, it wil! improve the public roads 
of orr state. which certainly need atten- 
tion at the hands of. the state. The peo- 
ple of my section are very much interested 
in this question, and my bill is in accord- 
ance with the idea I have of solving the 
question; and as the convict lease system 
expires in a few years I think it is time 
the question was being agitated. If any 
one has a better scheme than mine I am 
ready to accept it,” 

Mr. Graham’s Idea. 


Mr. Graham, of Appling, fired in a bill 
also antagonizing the lease.

For their services the equalizers are to re- 
ceive $2 a day while at work.
